F L A T COUNTY RATE PLANNED 


Standard Schedule is Too High for 


This City— Considerable Data 


to be Presented. 


L. C. 
Griffitts, president of the 
Seymour Mutual Telephone Company, 
will leave tonight or tomorrow for 
Washington where he will take up 
the matter of an increased telephone 
rate schedule for this city with the 
federal wire administration. 
He ex­ 
pects to present the data on the local 
situation as soon as he arrives in 
Washington and may have a definite 
answer by the first of next week. 
Mr. Griffitts said that the standard 
rate which has been announced bv 
the federal wire administration is too 
high for this city but before any other 
schedule can be instituted the bureau 
in Washington must be acquaintec 
with all local conditions. 
The stan­ 
dard rate announced and authorize!: 
by Burleson is $4.50 a month for 
business phones and a corresponding 
rate for residence service. 
Franklin 
recently took up the matter of secur­ 
ing a special rate schedule for its 
locality and this morning the new 
rates went into effect. 
Business 
phones there now cost $3.50 per 
month and residence phones from 
$1.25 to $1.75. 
/ 
Mr. Griffitts said that lie probably 
would recommend a schedule for Sey­ 
mour of $2.75 for business phones, 
$1.65 for one line residence phones; 
$1.40 for two party residence lines 
and $1.25 for four party residence 
service. 
This is lower, he said, than 
that in most of the other dities of 
this size in Indiana. 
“All our company wants is suffi­ 
cient revenue to pay six percent, on 
the valuation of the property above 
the depreciation fund and operating 
expense-,’" 
said 
Mr. Griffitts 
this 
morning, 
“The operating expenses 
of the Seymour telephone property 
is considerable less than that in any 
other city of this size in Indiana with 
the result that the subscribers are 
saved from seventy-five cents to one 
dollar a month on each phone.” 
Mr. Griffitts said that a business 
rate of $3.50 had been ordered at 
Bedford and Washington. 
The proposed new rates for this 
city would mean the elimination of 
the county toll charges which have 
been in effect for several days. The 
toll rates have made telephone ser­ 
vice between Seymour patrons and 
the rural subscribers almost prohi­ 
bitive, and there is a strong senti­ 
ment in favor of abolishing them 
without delay. 
If the new rates are 
ordered in by the federal wire ad­ 
ministration, Mr. Griffitts said, the 
county toll charges will be removed. 
Before 
the 
federal 
bureau 
in 
Washington orders in a new sched­ 
ule all data and information regard­ 
ing the city and community must be 
presented. 
The report will include 
a statement as to the population of 
the city, whether it is located in an 
industrial 
and 
agricultural 
center 
and minute details relative to the 
operation of the telephone system. 
While there is much 
opposition 
against any increase in 
telephone 
rates, many patrons declare that a 
slight advance would be better than 
the toll system for the county. 
The 
Indiana 
commission 
has 
nothing 
whatever to do with telephone rates, 
it is said, and if the federal admin­ 
istration orders the higher rates into 
effect there is no appeal from that 
body’s decision.

Weimar, June 18—Germany fears 
be consequences of rejecting the re­ 
vised peace treaty. 
This attitude 
was apparent in government circles 
here today. 
Opposition to 
the 
pact has not 
abated one whit, following receipt of 
official summarization of the revised 
terms from Versailles by telephone 
and telegraph. 
But the prospect of 
allied invasion, and economic block­ 
ade, bolshevism 
and food shortage 
was obviously the dominating influ­ 
ence here. 
Astonishment and anger at what is 
regarded as utter disregard for the 
German counter proposal were voiced 
on all sides. 
No government official 
could be found who looked upon4he~ 
concessions as sufficient. 
The tend­ 
ency now is to criticize America for 
the situation Germany now finds her­ 
self in, rather than Great Britain or 
T ranee. 
The general sentiment was 
ex­ 
pressed, however, that signing by the 
present 
government 
is impossible. 
One authority declared it was doubt­ 
ful even if Foreign Minister Brock- 
lorff will return to Versailles especi­ 
ally in view of the demonstration by

was on the staff of Brig. Gen. “ P at­ 
sy” O'Neil, a regular army officer,

adjutant general on his staff.

Gas as Fuel. 
Experiments in England with ordi­ 
nary producer gas as Ti fuel for In­ 
ternal combustion engines has shown 
that as the size and power of the en­ 
gine increase the loss on producer gas 
diminishes. 
The fact that coal gas, 
although of lower calorific value than 
gasoline, gives better results, Is ac­ 
counted for by the pressure of the gas 
in the hag, which delivers this fuel to 
the engine with little or no “back 
pull.”

PLAGUE MADE DIRE RECORD 


Reasonable Grounds 
for 
Estimating 
Th at Influenza Has Cost the Lives 
of 
Six 
Million 
Persons. 


Though estimates of deaths'over the 
whole world from any single epidemic 
are very didicult to form, there seem 
to be reasonable grounds for believing 
that some d,OOO,OOO persons have per­ 
ished of influenza and pneumonia dur­ 
ing tile last comparatively few weeks. 
Business has been interfered with by 
the epidemic in every country in the 
world, and enormous losses both 
in 
earning power and in trade have been 
suffered. 
The cost of the “influenza 
war” cannot he reckoned, hut that it is 
colossal does not admit of doubt. 
This plague, then, generally regarded 
with equanimity, Is, it would seem, five 
times more deadly than war. 
It has 
been estimated that the war caused the 
death of 20,000,000 persons In four and 
one-half years, writes a physician in 
the London Times. 
In the same pe­ 
riod at its epidemic rate influenza 
would have killed 108.000.000. 
The 
visits of the raiding Gothas to Lon­ 
don were hut as a summer shower 
compared with the deluge of germs 


which we have Just received. 
The air 
raids cost London some hundreds of 
lives; the influenza lins cost It up­ 
wards of 10,000. 
Never since the black death has such 
a plague swept over the face of the 
world; never, perhaps, has a plague 
been more stoically accepted. 
In In­ 
dia alone over 3,000,000 deaths oc­ 
curred. 
Bombay had 15,000 of these; 
Delhi, with a population of 200,000, hod 
800 deaths a day. 
The Punjab lost 
250,000 persons. South Africa suffered 
no less severely. 
In Cape Town 2,(WK) 
children were left destitute as a re­ 
sult of the disease, while the plague 


swept through the native areas like 
fire. The commonwealth of Australia 
sent a ship to Samoa with help because 
the disease was affecting 80 per cent 
of the natives. 
The white population 
were only able to food the living and 
bury tile dead, 
In New Zealand public 
services were stopped and 
business 
gravely disorganized. 
The ravages in 
America have been appalling, nor has 
Canada escaped. 
In Ontario and the 
western provinces no fewer than 108 
doctors died of the epidemic, while the 
total death rate in Ontario alone was 
5,000 up to November. 
A large num­ 
ber of American Indians have perished.

Europe as a whole has suffered in the 
same way. 
In Spain the epidemic was 
described as “truly awful.” 
In Bar­ 
celona the death rate was credibly 
stated to be 1,200 dally. 
France has 
had her share, likewise Germany and 
Austria. 


Few Presidents Rich. 
The Roosevelt fortune was different, 
moreover, in being mainly an inherited 
fortune. Its possessor may have added 
to it in his lifetime, hut. as in the 
case of other presidents, mo^t of his 
personal earnings in a period of forty 
years of public life were absorbed In 
the support of his family. 
No other 
president has ever enjoyed such ad­ 
vantages of remunerative publicity as 
Mr. Roosevelt, and besides his salary 
from official positions his income from 
his hooks and from editorial work 
must have „boen large. 
Yet it is a 
fair inference that if these had boon 
the sole sources of his' support he 
would have died a poor man, a s Cleve­ 
land did, and most of their predeces­ 
sors in the White House. 
This has been the common financial 
fate of presidents, and the example 
of 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
probably 
inertly 
proved the rule that the office of pres­ 
ident is not economically productive in 
any logical proportion to its exalted 
state and onerous political qualifica­ 
tions.
